DENNIS TALKS TO HAYES. 


What the President Says on the Various 
| Questions. 


Wasaineton, August 29.—Denpnis 
Kearncy meandered into the White 
House yesterday in his usual inde- 
pendent style, met the President and 
soon became engrossed in conversa- 
tion. On the Chinese question, Hayes 
said that his opinion was that the pre- 
ponderance of testimony was against 
the Chinese. Kearney said that the 
authorities wink at the crimes of the 


Chinese. The Six Companies are rich 
and they buy up everything, from the 
Legislature down, until the people 
have become thoroughly aroused, and 
will attend to themselves in future, 

Hayes said: “The Chinese now ex- 
tend over other States, and it seems to 
me too great a question for one State 
to grapple with. However, I think 
Congress will assist California to a 
final settlement.” } 

Kearney asked Hayes his opinion as 
to the cause of the depression. The 
President, in reply, entered into a long 
story of the war and its results, a sub- 
ject with which he is no doubt famil- 
lar, and with great earnestness he 
called the depression a reaction of the 
war—a frost—-which he expected 
earlier than it came. He expected it 
by 1873. It comes every fifteen years, 
or thereabouts. as regular as the ebb 
of the tide. 

Kearney—-Do you not think the 
extravagance of ovr statesmen work- 
ing in their own interest instead of 
that of their constituents helped to 
bring about this result? 

The President (nodding)—-Yes Mr. 
Kearney, and without agreeing with a 
great many of your propositions, I 
wish to say that i think you are doing 
good service, noble work. You are 
concentrating the minds of the people 
on these evils, and in time the agita- 
tion will, I think, bring about god 
results, if not rectify some of these 
great wrongs. 

Kearney mentioned the fact of the 
land-grabbers gobbling up all the best 
acres in California. The President 
said he was aware of such outrageous 
action, and expressed himself strongly 
against any other division of lands in 
small tracts. He approves of the 
homestead law.

The Scourge Increasing to an Alarm- 
ing Extent. 


Canton, Miss., August 29—The 
yellow fever is increasing here. Nota 
gingle business house is open except 
two drug stores. There was once 3 
population of 3500 here, but now only 
seventy-five whites are to be found. 


Not a single case of yellow fever has 
been doctored successfully. 

Port. Grason, August 29. — No 
abatement in the scourge. There 
were 230 cases and thirty-five deaths 
to date. : 

VickssByrG, August 29.—Yesterday 
there werg 125 cases and fourteen 
deatiis. 

Mempnuts, August 29.—For the 24 
hours, ending at 6 Pp. mM. yesterday, 62 
deaths océurred, all but four of which 
were from yellow fever. The fever is 
of the most malignant type, and it is 
to stay until freezing weather—about 
the middle of October, more than six 
weeks away. Nearly all the drug 
stores are closed, as well as other 

laces. President Langstaff searched 
for two hours to find a doctor and then 
failed. 

WANTED—PHYSICIANS AND MONEY. 

The Director of the medical corps 
reports to the Howards: “I need ten 
more physicians immediately. I find 
scores of people dying without having 
been seen by physicians.’’ Contribu- 
tions are coming in, but not in sums 
equal to the needs. The Ancient Or- 
der of United Workmen and the Bap- 
tist Relief Committee are both out of 
funds, and appeal to their brethren 
throughout the country for substantial 
aid. The telegraphers of Memphis 
have formed an association to aid all 
members of their profession stricken 
with the fever. heir territory em- 
braces all poitits north of Canton, Miss- 
issippi. They appeal to the fraternity 
for aid. Chas. A. Gaston is Chair- 
man. 

New Or.eans, Aug. 29.—-No part 
of the city is exempt from the fever. 
The epidemic, compared with that of 
1867, is three times as fatal. It is not 
hoped that the pestilence willcease be- 
fore December. 
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Americaa Luxuries iv England. 

Six years ago ice was such a rarity 
in London that extra charges were 
made at the hotels if a glass of ice- 
water was called for, and in most 
cases the guest had to wait until some 
could be sent for. An Englishman ct 
that time considered ice-water un- 


healthy, and leoked with amazement 
at Americans who presisted in calling 
for it. It was then not Kept at the 
taverns, and it was seldom required. 
Now the waiters go around at the 
hotels with boWls of cracked ice, and 
supply all the guests. That it is a 
recent innovation is evident from 
the fact that all the drinking-houses 
in the city of any character have 
cards extending across their windows 
with the ‘“‘ice’ emblazoned in large 
black letters, about fifteeninches long. 
It is evidently paraded as an attrac- 
tion to customers. American whisky 
is also a new card in their windows. 
While dining in a restaurant the other 
day a young Englishman came in and 
called for “a go” of American whisky. 
They brought him about a half-tum- 
blerful which he swallowed down 
raw. His red nose and watery 
eyes gave evidence that he was 
not a stranger to this kind of 
drink. Turning to the bill of fare, we 
found the following rates: ‘‘A go” of 
brandy, one shilling; “a half-go” of 
brandy, sixpence; “a go” of, whis 
ky, sixpence ; “‘a half-go” of Whisky, 
threepence; *‘a go” of gin, fourpence, 
and “a half-go,” twopence. Gin is the 
favorite drink of the topers, but whisky 
is commencing to rival it. Ice wagons 
are also to be seen in the streets, label- 
ed Newfoundland ice. It is of im- 
mense thickness, ranging from fifteen 
to twenty inches, and as clear as crys- 
tal.—Letter in Baltimore American.

AN IMPOTENT SCHEME. 


It has been rumored for some weeks 
in eastern Nevada that in case John H. 
Kinkead was nominated, L.R_ Brad- 
ley would be withdrawn from the 
fight gubernatorial. We had deemed 
it merely an idle rumor which had 
found nourishment along the base 
range. It was, however, ‘ugarer the 
truth, and nearer home than we had 
believed. Among the principal sup- 
porters of Governor Bradley, General 
R. M. Clarke, of Carson, looms up 
with great prominence. We believe, 
from circumstances coming under our 
own knowledge, that General Clarke 
wrote several of the State documents 
for which Broadhorns claims so much 
credit, and we believe that his anti- 
Hobart financial exhibit was prepared 
for his Excellency by his admiring 
secretary pro tem., before the Gov- 
ernor had arrived in the State. Be 
this as it may, however, Gen. Clarke 
haa fairly been identified as the head 
of Bradley’s support among pretended 
Republicans, before the present year. 
. Now, however, he has two strings to 
his kite, and they are labeled Kinkead 
and Bradley. If Kinkead is nomi- 
nated, Bradley will find himself with- 
out the Republican colered support 
which elected him four years since. 
If, however, Kinkead should lack 
strength, the Clarke kite will fly for 
Broadhorns as before. 
We are in a position to show that 
John H. Kinkead does not want or 
require such support. We _ believe 
that the best interests of the party 
require that he should go before the 
convention as he stands, a good square 
Republicanand honorable man. We ob- 
ject and protest against anysuch mode 
of handicapping Kinkead with any al- 
ternative affecting Bradley or his ilk. 
‘The Gazerre wants a fair, square, un- 
pledged fight, and it will oppose any 
policy which is liable through misrep- 
resentation to deprive the people of 
their choice. 3 
_ The mischief does not stop 
here, however. Gen. Clarke, while 
he would like to be Governor 
through the Broadhorns dynasty, has 
a sick friend to care for meanwhile. 
He has therefore assumed to link the 
fortunes of J. H. Kinkead with those 
of 8. H. Wright, acting upon the same 
old theory, that unless this gentleman 
-again becomes Judge of the 2nd dis- 
trict the nation is unsafe. Gen. 
Clarke’s plan is something like this: 
Bradley is ieft in the stable securely 
tied, and Kinkead is lead forth, the 
Gen. is just now giving Judge Wright a 
lift to put him on _  Kinkead's 
back. He will then lead, very slowly, 
so that Wright may ride.’ If, however, 
this gentleman should fall off, and 
desire to become a Democratic Assem- 
blyman again, Kinkead will be turned 
loose and the Bradley steed led forth. 
This little scheme has become known 
in this county, and such rumors are 
affecting Mr. Kinkead seriously. The 
people here know very well that Grant 
himself could not carry Wright 
through this district, even with “Ver- 
bum Sap,’ of the Tribune, to drive. 
And as we know that John H. Kin- 
kead has never authorized such an 
abuse of his popularity, we think it 
but justice to set him right before the 
people. General Clarke's scheme will 
not work except as an {injustice to 
Kinkead, and we have here shown the 
true inwardness of the project for two 
sufficient reasons: Thai our friends 
may see to what unfair chances the 
friends of Judge Wright are coming, 
‘and that we may avoid doing rank 
_ injustice to an honorable Republican, 
and a worthy candidate for the guber- 
natorial chair.
